ANAAN is fituated in Aſia Major, or ther 9 
Greater Aſia, one of the moſt famous province 
of Syria, called by ſeveral names: As, 1. The 
2 Land of Canaan, from Canaan the ſon of Ham, 
W the ſon of Noah, who by his often chaſing, * 
was driven to poſſeſs and inhabit the 5 2. The Land 
of Promiſe, becauſe God had * it to the i 1 
Abra. 
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Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, and their poſterity. 3. Iſrael, 
of the Iſraelites, from Jacob who was firnamed Iſrael. 
Judea, from the jews, or people of the tribe of Judah. 
7 Paleſtine, by Ptolomy and others, or the Land of the 
hiliſtines, a potent nation that peepled part of it. 6. The

This country is ſeated in the middle of the world, be- 
teen the third and fourth climates, about 32 degrees north 
of the equincctial line, the longeſt day bejng fourteen hours 
= and a quarter; ſituate between the eie ſea and 
Arabia,” from which it is bulwarked beyond jordan with a 
continual ridge of mountains, Which "ſecures: it from the 
burning air of the deſarts of Arabia Petrea, and Celoſyria 


is that lie on the eaſt thereof; as Idumea, the wilderneſs of 
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Paran and Egypt bound it on the ſouth. Part of Phcenicia 
and the Mediterranean ſea on the weft, and the mountains 
of Libanuz, or Lebanon, and the other part of Pheenicia on 
the north. It extends from 31 to 33 degrees, ſo that in 
length, from Dan to Beerſheba, it is not full two bundred 
miles long, nor doth the breadth exceed fifty (reckoning a 
thouſand paces to a mile) and the whole circumference is 
not above four hundred miles. A country fo fruitful, that 
the ſcripture from the mouth of God tells us, Tf War a land 
that flowed with milk and honey, and the glory of ail lands. 
The ſalubrity of the ait is excellent, the northern mountains 
keeping the colder blaſts at their due diſtance, and the mid- 
| Jand ſea ſending thither its refreſhing breezes. This being 
that which the ſcripture uſually calls the Great Sea, ſor the 
| Hebrews were little acquainted wich the ocean, arid ſo they 
\ gave the name of fea to lakes or any large conflux of

I/razlites ſo much deſired them. Alio muſtard, which is the. 
leaſt of ſeeds among garden plants, and yet bringeth forth 
the largeſt body, eſpecially in the eaſtern parts, of which 
| the Jewiſh Talmud relates one or two ſtories: As that there 
vas in Sichem a ſtalk or trunk of a muſtard tree which had 
three branches, and one branch was broken cf to cover a 
| potter's ſhed, under which he formed his earthen-ware in 
| ſummer-time, and that from this branch was taken the 
quantity of twenty-four eggs of muſtard-ſeed. Again, 
Rabbi Simeon aſſerts in the Talmud, that he had in his 
garden a muſtard-ſtalk ſo big that he uſed to climb up as 
into a fig-tree. Buchſtorf relating theſe paſſages, avouches 
| not for the full credit of them, but only thews that this 
| plant was of a large growth in theſe parts, and may con- 
firm the letter ot our Saviour's parable concerning it. The 
mountains of Judah and Ephraim were places of great vine- 
yards, and the relation of the Spies which Moſes ſent, who 
| brought that prodigious cluſter of grapes from Eſhcol is a 
ſufficient evidence of their largepeſs, if compared with thoſe. 
of Spain, France, or Italy. Round about ſericho there 
were palm- trees of vaſt revenue, through their ſudden ſpring- 
ing up aſter they were lopped or felled, and it was the only 
part of the world where true balm was to be found. The 
mountains likewiſe produced geld, ſilver, iron and copper 
mines. To conclude, there was nothing wanting in this 
garden of God, that was neceſſary either for the ute or de- 
light of mankind. TEE 1 
The fruitfulneſs of the country, and the care they took 
to cultivate it, may make us conceive how that being fo 
little, it could nouriſh ſo great a number of men; for an 
ingenious perſon, to reduce it the better to our underſtand- 
ing, affirms, that from Dan to Beerſheba, which twe places 
St, ſerom reckons not to be*two hundred miles aſunder, and 
the ordinary breadth of the land to be about fifty or fixty 
miles, it comprehends a quantity of ground poſhbly much 
about the bigneſs of a ſuppoſed canile of England, Which

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and exterding from both theſe places eaſtw ard to the German 
ocean : Or it may be in the whole it did not exceed the prin- 


cipality of Wales; ſuppoſing a line comprehending it from 


Briſtol to Cheſter, which by the new meaſures of miles are 
[45 miles aſunder, and what it wants in length, may be 
fapplied in breadth. Beſides, the Iſraelites were but little 
employed in maritime affairs, to furniſh themſelves with fo- 
reign wares, which very much confirms the wonderful plenty 


bf this land; only one remark muſt be made, that it is a 


country full of hills, which renders it much larger than a 
lain, even, and champain country; for-what is ſaid of Scet- 


land, that it is an hundred miles longer, and an hundred 


miles ſherter than England, may be applied to the ſtate of 
Paleſtive ; that is, by the degrees of latitude it is an hun- 
dred miles ſhorter, but to them that travel up and down its 
craggy hills and mountains, it will extend to an hundred 
miles more. This author adds, that it being very hilly, 
and therefore ſubject to cool breezes and freſnes of air and 


Wind : If any place in England may claim kindred with 
Canaan, he thinks Devonſhire may bid the faireſt as to the 


general ſtate of both; though .Cynaan was far more fruit- 


ful, and its hills generally not ſo high and imperious, unleſs 


we reſpect Carmel and Lebanon; and therefore in regard 


to the many little hills, esſy aſcents, delightful vales, and 


ſome champains, he reckons the mountainous part of Hert- 
fordſhire hath the neareft affinity, enjoying ſo many pleaſant 
ſilver brooks, interwoven and checkered with lovely groves, 
and enamel'd with beautiful manſions of our nobility and 
ntry ; but herein Canaan was tranſcendent, that it had 
the delightful proſpect of the weſtern ocean, which is more 
wholſome for air, and the inhabitants generally more health- 
ful than ſuch as are waſh'd by the eaftern waves. L 
This Hely Land being confined within ſuch ſmall li- 


mits as we have mentioned, it will at firſt require a ſtrong 
faith to believe all that the holy Scripture ſays in this caſe,
